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BIRTH OF TWENTIETH CENTURY ART 
ON VIEW AT MUSEUM 

More than 100 works of art, the work of a revolutionary artistic generation, 
will go on view July 14 through August 22 in the special exhibition galleries of The 
Cleveland Museum of Art. The exhibition, YEARS OF FERMENT: THE BIRTH OF 
TWENTIETH CENTURY ART, consists primarily of paintings, prints and drawings. 

It illuminates the years 1886-1914, an era responsible for the art we have today and 
one which germinated a staggering variety of stylistic explorations . 

These explorations began with Cezanne's, Gauguin’s and van Gogh's depart- 
ures from post-impressionism and continued into Art Nouveau, the Nabis, Fauvism, 
Cubism and Expressionism. The exhibition is representative of the outstanding artists 
of these movements: for example, Toulouse-Lautrec (Art Nouveau); Paul S^rusier, 
Vuillard, Bonnard and Maillol (the Nabis); Matisse, Vlaminck, Rouault (Fauvism); 
Picasso, Braque (Cubism); Kirchner, Heckel, Kandinsky and Klee (Expressionism). 

The illustrated catalog accompanying the show was written by Henri Dorra, 
associate director of the UCLA Art Galleries, in an effort to document not only the 
stylistic developments of the "years of ferment", but also the literary and philosophical 
atmosphere in which they occurred. 

Dr. Dorra was further responsible for organizing the exhibit with the 
collaboration of the UCLA Art Council. Lenders to the show are both public and private 
and include the Cleveland Museum. 

The exhibition has previously been seen in Los Angeles and San Francisco. 
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
